When
v left the hotel the Itallans [ollowed
nim home, but [t seems that this man
they wore ufter entered the house and 8
brother chme out to talk with the 1tal-
inns, Immedintely they jumpod upon
the Lithitaoian, koooked him down aod
it is elnimed used a koife. A woman
near ealled to them that thrée on one
wus unfair nnd one of the [walians step-
ped away from the others. As he did
an ong of the others, Dominie Ronunno,
# young Hallap sboul twenly-two yeurs
old, pulled a revolver aod deliberately
shot the fallen Lithvanian., The bulios
entered the man's skull above the fore-
hoend, erashed down through the bones
in the forehead and eame out pear the
nese, Tt was aterrible wound, uncover-
ing the brain a8t one place and [t wus
notsupposed he conld survive very long.
But he displayed unexpected vijality
and Sunday was removed to the Adrian
bospital for  treatment, The three
[talluns who done the shooting skipped
out at ones, Word was sent to DuBols
and to Chisf-of Police Adelsparger at
Reynoldsville, Chief Jefferys captured
two of the suspects at DuBols and latey
one of them was brought to Meyoolds-
ville.
